A CONGRESSMAN WHO WAS ONCE 


SOLD ON THE BLOCK. 


From the Columbia (da.) Enquirer. 


The Hon. Jcre. Haralson, who rep- 


resents the .Mobile District, and who 
lately voted for universal amnesty, was 
a slave in 1865, when he was emtmoi 
pated with the rest. 
He was a slave 


of Mr. John T. Walker, of Columbus, 
and on the death of the latter was sold 
on the block, in this city, to Mr. J. W. 
Thompson. 
After his death he was 


purchased by John Haralson, of Sel- 
raa, Ala., to whom ho belonged at the 
time of emancipation. 
He was raised 


in Muscogeo county as a common field 
hand. lie was born here in 1845. 
Upon inquiry we find a number who 
knew him when a slave. lie deserves 
credit for the information ho has ac- 
quired, but ho was made what he is, 
not by any superior motive power above 
any white man, but the prejudices of 
ignorant negroes controlled by United 
States bayonets. 
He lives in a strong 


negro district, inhabited by the most 
unlettered of the class. In 1870 he 
was elected to the House of Represen- 
tatives of Alabama, and in 1872 to the 
State Senate, and in 1875 to Congress 
from the Mobile District. He is supe 
rior to his own race, but inferior, far, 
to the white men ho defeated, and his 
seat is now contested. 
His success is 


attributable altogether to race jreju- 
dice.
